Cotton, a genetically engi- _ 
ered cotton sold by Monsanto, has 
peatedly failed India’s farmers 
nce the company initiated trials 
egally in 1998, and since the seeds 
ere allowed to be sold commercial- 
in 2002. Monsanto's advertising 
fomised farmers a 15 quintal (one 
fintal equals 100 kil ) yield 
acre and about $226 U.S. of addi- 
nal income. However, for signifi- 
it numbers of farmers, Bt. Cotton 
S totally failed, causing the loss of 
lire crops. Many others had aver- 
e yields of a mere three quintals 
acre, a fifth of what was ; 
pmised. 
Our surveys of earlier planting 


seasons showed average yields of 1.2 
quintals per acre in Maharashtra and 
Andhra.Pradesh. A study by the 
Centre for Sustainable Agriculture

showed that whereas Bt. Cotton 
seed costs farmers $36 U.S. per acre, 
organic farmers’ seed costs just $10 
US. per acre, well under a third. 

Bt. was sprayed with pesticides 
like Monocrotuphos, Confidor, Trac- 
er, Eudosulfab, Acephate, 
Demethoate, Imidacloprid, 
Quinalphos, Chlorpyriphos, Cyper- 
methrin, etc. On average pesticides 
were sprayed 3.5 times, at a cost of 
$59 U.S. per acre. In contrast, organic 
farmers used ecological pest control 
agents like Neem, Trichoderma, 
Panchakavya, etc., which cost under 
nine US dollars per acre, less that a 
sixth of the cost for Bt. 

High costs of cultivation and low 
returns have trapped Indian peas- 
ants in heavy debt from which they 
are escaping by taking their lives. 
More than 40,000 farmers have com- 
mitted suicide over the past decade 
in India—although the more accu- 
rate term would be homicide, or 
genocide. More than 90 per cent of 
farmers who committed suicide in 
Andhra Pradesh and Vidharbha in 
the 2005 cotton season had planted 
Bt. Cotton. 


COTTONING ON 

TO CORPORATE DECEPTION

santo’s seed actually cost farmers 

an additional $50 U.S. per acre, 
which adds up to losses of over $226 
million U.S.. 

This is why the governments of 
Andhra Pradesh and Gujarat have 
taken Monsanto to court. Seed sup- 
ply monopolized by global corpora- 
tions is a recipe for destroying biodi- 
versity and farmers. Only four 
crops—com, soya, canola, and cot- 
ton—account for the majority of 
genetically engineered crops plant- 
ed. Only two traits have been com- 
mercialized on a large scale—herbi- 
cide resistant crops and Bt. Cotton 
crops. And one company—Monsan- 
to—accounts for more than 90 per- 
cent of all GM seeds sold. 

The Brookes and Barfoot study is 
not based on primary empirical data 
but extrapolations from false 
assumptions and manipulated stud- 
ies. For the U.S, the lobbyists claim 
that Herbicide Resistant Cotton 
brings American farmers $66.59 U.S. 
per hectare of additional benefits. 
Yet 90 Texas cotton farmers have 
sued Monsanto claiming they suf- 
fered widespread crop losses 
because Monsanto failed to warn of 
a defect in its genetically engineered 
cotton. The lawsuit seeks an injunc- 
tion against what it calls a “long- 
standing campaign of deception” 
(The Hindu Business Line, February 
26, 2006, p.4 “Cotton Farmers Sue 
Monsanto’). 


FREEDOM OF SEED 

The attempt to introduce Termi- 
nator Technology will increase the 
vulnerability of India’s farmers and 
the threat to biodiversity. When the 
Working Group on Article 8(j) of the 
Convention on Biological Diversity 
met in Granada in January, the Unit- 
ed States government falsely 
claimed that Terminator Technolo- 
gy, which creates sterility, would 
“4ncrease productivity”. 

Indigenous people view the Ter- 
minator a threat to their freedom. 
and sovereignty. As Mariana Marcos 
Tarine of Brazil stated on behalf of 
the International Indigenous Forum 
on Biodiversity, “Terminator poses 
a threat to our welfare and food 
sovereignty and constitutes a 
violation of our human right to self- 
determination.”

Even if extracting the crude 
from the oil sands is a bit of a pain, 
Canada doesn’t really have the mili- 
tary (or the backbone) that would 
interfere with the oil companies’ 
whims. 
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A Thousand Barrels A Second is 
shelved as “business”, and it’s not 
just to lend credence to the issues 
Tertzakian considers—his tone is 
always pragmatic and authoritative, 
and he works within an economic 
perspective, rather than challenging 
the premises of economic discourse. 
In other words, he avoids mention- 
ing anything about global warming 
or any of the other, myriad, ways the 
oil industry wreaks havoc on the 
environment 

So, although much of his mission 
is to pick away at the notion of our 
“energy birthright”—the belief that 
we deserve the lifestyle that 
demands exorbitant amounts of 
energy to sustain—he doesn’t ever 
make much of an open critique of 
the lifestyles this mentality creates. 
We think that we deserve houses 
that are perennially warm in winter 
and perfectly chilled in summer, and 
the ability to drive wherever when- 
ever we want in ridiculously large 
vehicles. Tzertzakian doesn’t come 
out and say that we need taxes on 
gasoline that would go toward more 
public transportation; rather, he says 
that we need to destigmatize the 
small car.

So much about having a burger is 
the experience that goes with it. Ide- 
ally, you want a burger and beer 
while sitting in the sun at a mid- 
mountain day lodge after some 
spring skiing, and you never want 
one when anyone at the table must 
be referred to as M’Lady. The ambi- 
ence at The Garage is much closer to 
the spring skiing end of the continu- 
um, I thought as I sat relaxed and 
draped over the vinyl booth.

What is it about these misfits in 
love that attracts audiences like rub- 
ber-neckers to a car pileup? Truth 
within ludicrous fiction would be 
the overriding reason according to 
the couple (who do spar over the 
respective merits of placing “piles of 
crap” on the chopping board or the 
sideboard). The improvisational cre- 
ative process utilized by playwrights 
Robert Morgan, Martha Ross, and 
Leah Cherniak allowed reality to 
fuel the surreal world of the dys- 
functional duo says Szilagyi.

Yours truly 
has followed their quest to win a one-night 
stand in Tony award winning hit Avenue Q 
breathlessly. Having won the trip to New 
York, MacDonald-Smith was understandably 
chuffed last Friday, when, on Fox TV's Good 
Morning New York, it was announced that 
he and Maurice would appear on-stage with 
the puppets and handlers who populate the 
smash production.

“We all have an identification 
with La Bohéme because most of us 
can remember all too clearly that 
day when we were so broke we 
could only afford the no-name Kraft 
dinner,” says Deedrick, personally 
directing the Edmonton Opera’s 
most recent spin on the opera. 

“It’s this great story about kids 
who have these big dreams and 
aspirations at a time in their lives 
before cynicism kicks in,” he says of 
the most famous opera of the genius 
who wrote a string of opera hits that 
also included Manon Lescaut, Tosca, 
Turandot, La Fanciulla del West, and 
Madama Butterfly. 

According to New York-based 
Puccini biographer Mary Jane 

s-Matz, La Boheme is not only 
an undisputed opera masterpiece 
that’s perfect down to the last note, 
but is also a deeply personal work 
for the great composer. 

“Puccini really recaptured his 
youth at the music conservatory in 
La Boheme, and all the trials and low- 
points in the show are all of that 
taken straight out of his life,” says 
Phillips-Matz, author of Puccini: A 
Biography. 

“It's a solid gold, real story that 
opens door onto Puccini's life and 
the life of other students at the time, 
like how he and his friends kept list 
of cafés they couldn’t go to anymore 


because they had exhausted their 
credit,” she says, calling La Bohéme 
the composer’s most authentic 
opera. 

This party-hearty attitude didn’t 
end with Puccini's student days, 
writes William Berger in Puccini 
Without Excuses. The unconventional 
artist would often compose sections 
of his operas during late-night, 
booze-drenched card parties hosted 
ina ramshackle hut he dubbed 
“Club la boheme.” 

While La Bohéme received “very 
mixed reviews” from opera snobs 
and critics when it first premiered 
(for example, the New York Times 
wondered if the work would ever 
enjoy any “permanent success” 
because of its poor construction), it 
was a hit with the public and sold 
out “night after night,” says 
Phillips-Matz. 

The reason behind this critical- 
popular tension was that “conserva- 
tive and old fashioned critics” were 
“looking backwards” and more 
prone to praising operas that fol- 
lowed old fashioned models and 
quick to punish the always unortho- 
dox Puccini, while the public was 
quick to groove to the fact that the 
com was writing about people 
they knew and could understand.

“Ben has some old time 
tune in his head, I’ve got a different 
old time tune in my head, and we 
blend it, spook it out, and do the 
scary harmonies. For the more lyri- 
cal, songwritery stuff, I give them to 
Ben. He has specific ideas about 
what to highlight. Mood, ambiance, 
breaks... he’s fantastic. I feel lucky to 
have him. When we first started 
playing this music together, we had 
to search for the dynamic interplay 
just two people can have. It’s sur- 
prising how much space two instru- 
ments and two voices can fill.”

WHEN JENNIFER BANKS’ MOTHER-IN-LAW 
was devastated by her breast cancer diagno- 
sis and subsequent surgery, Banks respond- 
ed by pulling together her hard rock pals 
and producing a benefit show in 2001 that 
raised a tidy sum of cash for the local 
chapter of the Canadian Breast Cancer 
Foundation 

Banks has kept organizing annual shows, 
with last February's Driven By Compassion, 
a multi-band extravaganza with a couple 
extra fundraising goodies thrown in the mix 
providing a format she believes will engage 
a generous younger audience year after 
yeor. 

‘It’s our fourth show overall, as Jenuine 
Productions and for the CBCF, and our sec- 
ond Driven By Compassion,” says Banks 
noting they've raised over $15,000 for the 
sh so far. “I's grown so much. It's

"We had to say ‘no’ to 
people for the first time. That felt bad, since 
they were so enthusiastic.”

King was rather a child of an era 
with a completely different attitude 
towards music—as a commercial 
enterprise. 

For most of the 60s King had 
been a composer for the Brill Build- 
ing “pop-factory” in New York— 
“Loco-Motion” and “Will You Love 
Me Tomorrow” were two of her ear- 
liest hits. Together with partner and 
lyricist Gerry Goffin, she was a 
supremely talented tunesmith. But 
towards the end of the decade the 
couple went their separate ways, 
and King wanted to demonstrate 
that she could make it on her own. 

Her debut album, Writer, had its 
moments, but was mostly an 
attempt to emulate what other had 
previously done with much greater 
precision. The same goes for pret! 
much every album that followed 
Tapestry—there’s the occasional 

inspired moment, but the dominant

But on Tapestry everything fell 
into place. For the Woodstock gener- 
ation—who by now had settled 
down with families and houses—the 
album represented an exquisite com- 
bination of innocuous personal poli- 
tics and intelligent pop songs. 

The tone was adult and sophisti- 
cated, but still naive enough to be 
sung along to loudly at the beach 
party. 

The titles are familiar to practically 
anyone who’s ever tuned into an 
“adult contemporary” radio chan- 
nel: “I Feel the Earth Move,” “It’s 
Too Late,” “So Far Away.” But 
Tapestry wouldn't have been such an 
enormous success if King hadn’t 
combined the new material with a 
selection of some of the most popu- 
lar music she’d written for other 
artists. 

Coming from King herself, the 
words of “Will You Still Love Me 
Tomorrow,” which sounded bitter- 





sweet when performed by the 
Shirelles in 1961, suddenly become 
crassly serious. King performs “(You 
Make Me Feel Like) A Natural 
Woman” entirely without the 
earnest brilliance that Aretha 
Franklin exposed in 1967, yet adds 
loads of brittle credibitity. 

Her version of “You've Got a 
Friend” is aimed directly at James 
Taylor, who—despite a severe drug 
addiction—always managed to sup- 
port King (and score a hit with the 
song himself). Songs from-musicians 
to musicians tend to be rather 
pathetic affairs—this is one of few 








exceptions. 

Tapestry isn’t a great technical 
achievement. On the contrary, Lou 
Adler’s production is remarkably 
simple. 

But few albums, no matter how 
sparsely produced, contain such a 
strong selection of material

The best moments are non musi- 
cal, however, as befits the theme of 
the movie—quick shots of Oldham 
gazing out like Harry Dean Stanton 
in Paris, Texas, or Young turning 
around to grin at wife Pegi at the 
end of a chorus. By the end everyone 
is outfitted with an acoustic guitar 
and a microphone, a campfire 
moment perfectly suited to tunes 
like “Four Strong Winds” (Young: 
“It's the prettiest song I ever heard”). 
With Demme running the show it 
can’t help but look pretty—having 
helmed the seminal Talking Heads 
concert movie Stop Making Sense, 
he’s certainly shown that he knows 
how to film a performance—but it’s 
also a bit on the static side. Consider- 
ing the muted_.and substandard 
material being presented, you can’t 
really blame Demme for that—he 
does his best with different back- 
drops and lights, but the fact is, 





unless you love the man’s oeuvre 
unreservedly, Heart of Gold is a little 
on the dull side. 

It’s a true part of Neil Young—his 
worst songs can plod unmerciful- 

ly—and just as authentic as the side 
captured by Rust Never Sleeps, a con- 
cert film that catches Young at his 
most urgent and volcanic. It may be 
a matter of personal taste, but 
halfway through Heart of Gold I 
found myself wishing for just a 
glimpse of that other Neil Young— 
the loner—the one prone to bitter 
reflection. 

It finally occurs at the end of the 
film, just as the credits are rolling— 
Young alone on stage before or after 
a sound check, playing a stark “The 
Old Laughing Lady” with his back 
partially-turned from the camera, to 
an empty auditorium. Just one song, 
and practically an afterthought, but 
it sounded great—proof that there’s 
still some sting left in the old man.

Canadian psych prof studies the lure of bad boys

ing? A plain, old murderer or a

According to participants in o study by 
two associate psychology professors at the 
University of Waterloo, it's the rapist 

They even thought he was probably better 
looking, even though they hadn’t met him! 

In their paper, “Horny for the Devil 
Exploring Attraction to ‘Bad Boys,” Professor 
Christopher T. Burris, PhD, and Professor 
John Rempel, PhD, attempt to apply some 
academic muscle to a phenomenon pop cul 
ture has long been fixated upon—witness the 
media's current obsession with Brimey and 
Kevin—that is, why some women are drawn 
to rebellious, adventurous, self-ossured “bod 
boys.” Or manipulative, self-absorbed 
deceitful “jerks,” if you prefer 

Starting with another cultural phenome- 
non—women who fall in love with, and 
sometimes marry, convicted serial killers, or 
“serial killer groupies’—“Horny for the 
Devil’ suggests that, rather than being a 
pathology—labeled “hybristophilia” by 
sexologist John Money}— "the distinction 
between serial killer groupies and 
women who are attracted to so-called ‘bad 
boys’ may be a matter of intensity rather 
than kind

about the killer's looks, charm, dependability 
and capacity for a loving relationship, the 
rapist scored higher in both the looks and 
charm departments 


POWER GOOD, VIRILITY BAD 

ina second study, women listed and eval 
uated the characteristics of “bad boys” and 
“good boys" and then indicated each 
group's desirability as sexual partners, 
friends, or long-term lovers. Guess what? 
Bad boys rated high as sexual partners, 
while good boys did better in the friend and 
long-term partner department. 

A second part of this study had partici- 
pants read brief descriptions of a rape sce 
nario, with the elements of the attack varied 
in terms of whether or not the attacker was 
able to get-an erection and/or whether or 
not he was able to overpower the victim 
physically. Among other things, the partici- 
pants were asked to rate the attacker in each 
scenario in terms of charisma and his poten 


tial as @ long- and short-term partner 

The most striking set of findings, explains 
Burris, was that the attacker wos more likely 
to be seen as a desirable long- and short- 
erm partner when he had high power and 
low virility, in other words, he could physical- 
ly restrain his victim but couldn't get it up to 
actually rape her 

Burris and Rempel see a connection 
behween women who are drawn to bad boys 
and their study 

“I's what | coll the ‘well-heeled’ menace 
scenario,” explains Burris. "Here's this guy 
with the potential for violence and destructive 
behaviour, but he is sexually disempowered 
and therefore, she still has some control.” 

Several other speculations can be made 
from these results, say the profs 

Maybe it's that she sees his lack of erec- 
fion as a way of controlling himself sexually 
for her, which makes her fee! special. Or, 
they suggest, it could make her feel like 
she’s powerful enough fo render him impo- 
tent. Or he’s strong, but his impotence means 
he has emotional issues and maybe she 
can help him. 

It could even evoke the whole Harlequin, 
bodice-ripping-throw-you-on-the-bed-sce- 
nario but because he’s not erect, she still calls 
the sexual shots, they suggest, 

Or, as a colleague of Burris and Rempel’s 
suggested, maybe it's that these women are 
retarded because why would anyone find 
anything appealing about someone who 
wants fo rape you. 

Rempel and Burris, who teach a course 
called “The Dark Side of Sexuality,” admit 
they‘re treading into dangerous territory with 
this stuft 

In fact, they had some major trouble get 
ting their study through the university ethics 
board and people have had difficulty with 


the initial results, particularly those of the 


rape scenarios 
"We talk about this research with some 
fear and trembling,” admits Burris. “There 
are a lot of ways it can be misinterpreted, 
along with our modes and motivations.” 


REWRITING HISTORY 

Both professors insist they're not oe 
misogynist or trying to justify the appeal ol 
bad boys. Instead, they say be are just try- 
ing to “bottle a phenomenon that's al
